DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

Claims 6 and 8-9 remain for examination. Claim 6 is amended. Claims 1-5 and 7 
are canceled. 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
19, 2010 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 8-9 have been found to be allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior arts are Miyazawa et al (US 2002/0192143) and Miyazawa, 
Masuno and Suga (Electron Microscopy, June, 2003, Vol. 38, Supplement 1, p 160). 

Miyazawa et al. discloses a method of making a fine carbon wire needle crystal 
of fullerene by adding a solution of iodine/isopropyl alcohol to a solution of C 6 o in 
toluene ([0262]-[0266] and claim 1).The products made according to the process taught 
by Miyazawa compose a fullerene. 

Miyazawa, Masuno and Suga disclose a process to make single crystal fullerene 
nano-whiskers of C 6 o malonic acid diethyl ester derivate C6o[C(COOC 2 H 5 )2]. 
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However, none of Miyazawa et al., Masuno et al. , Suga et al. or any of the prior 
art of record specifically discloses a method of making fine wire composed of fullerene 
and its malonate derivative as per applicant claim 6 . Therefore, the claim 6 is novel. As 
such, the dependent claims 8-9 are allowable.
